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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

Claims 1-4 and 7 are directed to an allowable product. Pursuant to the 
procedures set forth in MPEP § 821 .04(B), claims 8-18, directed to the process of 
making or using an allowable product, previously withdrawn from consideration as a 
result of a restriction requirement, are hereby rejoined and fully examined for 
patentability under 37 CFR 1 .1 04. 

Because all claims previously withdrawn from consideration under 37 CFR 1 .142 
have been rejoined, the restriction requirement as set forth in the Office action 
mailed on January 24, 2008 is hereby withdrawn. In view of the withdrawal of the

Claims 1-4 and 7-18 are allowed.

fails to teach or render obvious wherein the light-emitting layer has an outermost layer 
composed of an n-type layer of Ga x lni. x N, in which 0 < X <1 , having a crystal face 
orientation of (0001 ) and the n-type intermediate layer is composed of an undoped n- 
type boron-containing (1 1 1)-Group lll-V compound having a crystal face orientation of 
(111) and a direction of <1 1 0> parallel to an a-axis of an n-type (0001 ) Ga x lni. x N, in 
which 0 < X < 1 , and is formed on the outermost layer of the light-emitting layer.
